On his retu rn fro m Cin cin ati Mr. 
Alex an der said that he w a s u n decided

He attribu ted the who le 
ease to the 
black mailin g 
sy stem 
which 
lias been 
wo rk in g in Ru sh 
co u n ty fo r a y ear an d a half, an d 
which, he declares v ehemen tly , o n e 
man is en tirely resp o n sible. 
He re­ 
fu sed to mak e p u blic the man ’s n ame. 
He stated, ho wev er, that this man 
men tio n ed by him has n o t been in 
Ru shv ille mo re than o n ’ce within the 
last y ear o r so , altho u gh his family 
still liv es here. He was here abo u t a 
week ago , it is asserted, an d then re­ 
main ed o n ly a sho rt time. 
Mr. Alex an der said that the case 
again st him was n o thin g mo re than 
an ex amp le o f the sy stematic scheme 
that has been u sed to ro b 
wealthy 
an d in flu en tial farm ers. He asserted 
tha t three Ru sh co u n ty fan n ers in 
the last y ear hav e p aid o u t v ario u s 
su ms o f mo n ey to av o id an y n o to rie­ 
ty . 
On e o f them p aid $2 ,3 00, 
he 
said, an o ther 
$1 ,7 00 an d 
an o ther 
$5 00. 
“These men ,” co n tin u ed Mr. Alex ­ 
an der, “are as p ro min en t in the a f­ 
fairs o f the co u n ty as an y men I 
k n o w o f. 
They are directly in terest­ 
ed in the Ru sh 
co u n ty 
fair, with 
chu rches an d are co n n ected with the 
best in terests

They were the v ictims o f this bo ld 
p lan to get so me mo n ey . 
“This sy stem is resp o n sible fo r 
so me o f the an o n y mo u s letters that 
hav e been mailed to Ru sh co u n ty 
farm ers in the last y ear o r so .

WATERMARK KEY 
TO WILLCONTEST 


Document to Be Sent to Mill 


Where Paper Was Made. 


$250,000 LEGACY AT STAKE

State of Tennessee Interested In Farts 
of Mrs. Cloth's $1,000,000 Estate, For 
W hich No Heirs Appeared For Some 
Tim e After Her Death— Contestants 
Charge Forgery. 


On the records of the Southwortb 
Paper 
mill, 
at 
Mittineague, 
Mass., 
which has 
manufactured for thirty 
years a peculiar brand of typewriter 
paper exclusively for one typewriter 
manufacturer, will depend whether F. 
Bruce Garrett of Memphis, Tenn., is to 
get a $250,000 legacy under the will of 
Mrs. Caroline Cloth of Shelby county. 
Tenn. 
The authenticity of a will disposing 
of a $1,000.000 estate hinges on the 
watermark of the paper. 
The will as 
offered is dated 1898. 
It bears a wa­ 
termark “ W. S. & B. Regent Linen.” 
The 
contestants 
contend 
that 
this 
proves the will to be a forgery, since 
this watermark did not appear on re­ 
gent linen manufactured for Wyckoff, 
Seaman« & Benedict until 1900. 
Archie Butler, manager of the paper 
department of the Remington Type­ 
writer company in New York city, the 
corporation which succeeded the firm 
of Wyckoff, Seamans & Benedict, was 
examined recently by order of the 
Shelby coimty courts. 
Mr. Butler pro­ 
nounced the paper to lie genuine re­ 
gent linen and asserted that his rec­ 
ords showed that the watermark in 
question 
was 
not 
used 
until 1900. 
Prior to that time, he said, the water­ 
mark had boen ‘‘Regent Linen W„ S. 
& B.” 
Sev e.'e Cro ss Ex am in atio n . 
Mr. Butler was severely cross exam ­ 
ined by an attorney for Mr. Garrett. 
Tie admitted that it would be possible 
to have counterfeited the watermark 
had any paper manufacturer desired 
to trade on the reputation of regent 
linen, but insisted that it would have 
been impossible to counterfeit the pa­ 
per. 
He said that 
110 paper expert 
could be deceived by auy attempted 
counterfeit of pa pgr which had been 
the exclusive product of a certain mill 
maintaining unifoim quality by spe­ 
cial processes of manufacture over a 
long period of years. 
He said he had 
no doubt that the paper was genuine 
regent linen. 
lie said the question when the date 
of the watermark was changed must 
be decided at the mill which produced 
it, the Southworth paper mill at Mit­ 
tineague, 
Mass. 
With 
such 
large 
amounts at stake the will, representa­ 
tives of the Remington Typewriter 
company said, must be taken to Mit­ 
tineague. 
When produced in court it 
was under guard o f a commissioner. 
Ho w Will W as Disco v ered . 
Mrs. Cloth, who made the will, left 
two cousins. Dr. J ohn M. Shaller and 
his sister, and half a dozen more re­ 
mote cousins in Denver. 
She was the 
widow of Herman Cloth and increased 
his estate of $200,000 by abstemious 
living and J udicious investments. 
The 
witnesses to the will were dead when 
Mr. Garrett, the $250,000 heir under 
its provision« , discovered it. 
Its au­ 
thenticity was not disputed until Miles 
S. Buckinhum, who had been Mrs. 
Cloth’s business agent, held it up to 
the light and saw the watermark, 
which started him on a search. 
Before the offering of the will by Mr. 
Garrett proceedings had been institut­ 
ed by the state of Tennessee to escheat 
the estate because no heirs had ap­ 
peared. 
The heirs who are now fight­ 
ing the will did not appear until it was 
offered for probate. 
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A Service to Watson.

This discovery has been made by 
Dr. Robert Roessler of Hoboken, N. 
J ., 
a German, graduate of the University 
of Berlin and a dentist by profession, 
lie has drawn op an elaborate argu­ 
ment in support of bis theory , going 
back to classic times for the founda­ 
tion of his argument. 
"It has been proved,” he say s, "that 
no people or race in their efforts to 
improve used sugar as a general nour- 
ishment or even as an ingredient. 
To the contrary . Theofrast, who about 
350 B. C. had written a book about 
plants, stated distinctly that sugar was 
only 
used 
for 
medicinal 
purposes. 
Sugar is neither mentioned in the 
teachings on diet of Greek athletes nor 
by the Spartans, although the Greeks 
knew the sugar already . 
Dioskorides, 
a Greek phy sician living in the y ear 
50. mentioned the sugar as medicine 
in his Materia Medica. 
In the ninth 
century Arabian phy sicians used sugut 
(Arabic sukhar) as medicine. 
"It is therefore clear that a former 
medical remedy has been within a cen­ 
tury adopted as a food aud has be­ 
come a great factor in the malnutri­ 
tion of the people.”

hea vy wa gon ha d crushed in the little 
fellow ’s brea st, 
brea king tbe colla r 
bone a nd driving a fra ctured rib in a t 
such a n a ngle tha t it'h a d punctured 
one of the lungs. The surgeons busied 
them selves doing the few things tha t 
suggested, but a greed tha t within tl*n 
minutes the boy would be dea d. 
J ust then a group of surgeons a nd 
phy sicia ns wno ha d been a ttending a 
clinic a t Fordha m university pa ssed 
through the hospita l, a nd Dr. Keny on, 
who ha d been giving the lecture, wa s 
a mong them. 
He entered the opera t­ 
ing room, looked a t the boy a nd then 
turned to the surgeons. 
“ He’ll not die,” he rema rked coolly . 
“ Bring me a qua rt bottle a nd some 
jD ss tubes.” 
As a ttenda nts ra n to ca rry out the 
a rdor a nd 
the a stonished 
surgeons 
grouped themselves a round Dr. Ken­ 
y on slipped into a surgeon’s a pron a nd 
gloves.

Dr. Keny on visited the sma ll pa tient 
da ily . The Improvement continued, un j 
til a ffew da y s a go a n exa mina tion [ 
showed tha t the broken ribs a nd colla r 
bone were hea ling fa st a nd tha t fhe 
Injured lung wa s a lmost free of conges­ 
tion. Then the tube w a s removed, a nd 
the child’s recovery is now only a ma t­ 
ter of da y s.

Yo u n g Girl a Heroine. 
Ra re presence of mind on the pa rt of 
Doris Behrma n, fourteen y ea rs old. 
sa ved the life of her fa ther, Henry 
Behrma n, of Boulder, Colo., when he 
wa s a tta cked a nd cornered by a n in­ 
furia ted bull. 
The girl hea rd her fa ­ 
ther's ca lls for help a nd, seizing a 
shovel, ra ined blow a fter blow on the 
a nima l’s hea d until the bull beca me 
bewildered a nd fled. 


Every la rge city should ha ve a grea t 
centra l depa rtment of identifica tion, 
not merely for crimina ls, but for every 
one of its inha bita nts, in the opinion 
of Dr. J ua n Vucetich, chief of the bu­ 
rea us of identifica tion of the province 
of Buenos Aires a nd of the Argentine 
wa r depa rtment, who is now in this 
country . 
Dr. Vucetich is the origina tor of the 
first complete sy stem of finger print 
identifica tion, a nd he a sserts tha t it is 
his sy stem, with modifica tions, which 
is in use throughout the world toda y . 
He sa y s tha t even Bertillon, who a p­ 
plied a nthropometry to crimina l iden­ 
tifica tion, ha s a dopted his sy stem in 
spite of the fa ct tha t Bertillon two 
y ea rs a fter Dr. Vucetich ha d success­ 
fully ina ugura ted his own sy stem in 
the city of La Pla ta , Argentina , sa id 
tha t a sy stem of finger print identifi­ 
ca tion wa s impra ctica ble. 
Dr. Vucetich a sserted tha t the Amer­ 
ica n idea in rega rd to the sy stem of 
identifica tion wa s a ll wrong. 
We re­ 
ga rd it a s sta mping us a s crimina ls to 
ha ve a complete identifica tion of our­ 
selves in existence, he sa id. 
lie pointed out tha t the description 
of every citizen of Buenos Aires wa s 
recorded on the government records 
a nd tha t in tbe office of tbe minister of 
wa r a nd the minister of the interior 
there were on file 2,000,000 identifica ­ 
tions, which were used not necessa rily 
for crimina l, but for milita ry a nd polit­ 
ica l purposes.

thropometric sy stem. 
I found it wa s I

“ I ha d ma ny crimina ls a t my dispo­ 
sition. 
I sta rted in using printer's ink 
to get my impressions. 
Ilorp,” a dded 
Dr. Vucetich. producing a big ca rd, “ is 
the first finger print identifica tion ma de 
in the world. 
You see it is da ted ‘Sept. 
1, 18 9 1.’ 
The first ma n so identified 
wa s a prisoner in La Pla ta na med 
Fra ncisco Ca rchulo. 
I kept up my ex­ 
perimenting until in 18 07 I -wa s a ble to 
a nnounce tha t I ha d perfected my sy s­ 
tem. 
Previous to tlmt time, however, 
my finger prints ba d thousa nds of times 
proved their efficiency . 


First to A dopt It. 
“ As ea rly a s 19 03 I wa s in communi­ 
ca tion with Lombroso, the celebra ted 
Ita lia n criminologist, a nd be ma de ref­ 
erence to my sy stem in some of bis pa ­ 
pers. 
The Argentine government wa s 
the first to a dopt my sy stem, a nd its 
exa mple wa s a lmost Immedia tely fol­ 
lowed by the other South America n 
countries. 
Since then a lmost every 
country in the world ha s a dopted it in 
some form of other. 
“ I a m surprised a nd somewha t dis­ 
a ppointed to find here tha t identifica ­ 
tion seems to be rega rded a ltogether 
from the point of view of the crimina l 
—tha t is to sa y , a n ordina ry ma n a p­ 
pea rs to think it a disgra ce to be on 
record on a n identifica tion ca rd.

sista nce this ha s been to us in Buenos 
Aires in other tha n crimina l ma tters, 
y ou would cla mor for it.

A n ew ban k swin dle has ju st been 
u n cov ered "in Colu mbu s, the 
cou n ty 
seat of Bartholomew, to the sou th 
of Ru sh cou n ty , which has probably 
been u sed in sev eral 
- ta t e s . This case 
a man n amed Smith appeared at a 
ban k, made a small deposit, an d in ­ 
qu ired for the n ame of a respon sible 
attorn ey . 
Smith ex hibited his bu si- 
n ess card showin g him to be the offi­ 
cial of a lu mber eopman y in western 
Can ada, an d station ed temporarily in 
Milwau kee. 
Smith ex plain ed that sev eral y ears 
ago he an d his wife separated, bu t 
as both are Catholics they had n ot 
been div orced. 
Smith said lie 
an d 
hds wife were join t own ers of real 
estate in In dian a, which 
they 
had 
agreed, at the time of their separa­ 
tion , shou ld be u -ed by the wife, u n ­ 
til their dau ghter, who was then six ­ 
teen , shou ld become of age. 
Smith 
said this time had n ow arriv ed, an d 
he desired to bu y his wife’s in terest 
in the property or sell his own , the 
property bein g worth $6,000, he said. 
An attorn ey at Milwau kee was re­ 
qu ested to 
correspon d 
with 
Mis. 
Smith, whose address was giv en as 
Colu mbu s, In d. 
The attorn ey wrote 
to Mrs. Smith, an d in a few day s 
receiv ed a respon se from on e “H. 
Griffith,” written on the letter head 
of the First Nation al Ban k of Co­ 
lu mbu s, on which appears the n ame 
of II. Griffith, who is 
v ice-presiden t 
of this ban k. Accordin g to the letter, 
the man who sign ed the n ame of 
Griffith preten ded to be a brother of 
Mrs. Smith, an d in formed the attor­ 
n ey that Mrs. Smith preferred to bu y 
her hu sban d’s in terest, an d 
offered 
him $3,000 
for it. 
An 
addressed 
stamped en v elope was in closed by the 
writer for reply , the en v elope bein g 
addressed to Horace Griffith, Colu m­ 
bu s. 
After this the Milwau kee a t­ 
torn ey con su lted with Smith, an d. al­ 
thou gh Smith said he preferred bu y ­ 
in g, he con sen ted to sell his half in ­ 
terest, an d so adv ised Griffith. 
In two day s the ban k where the 
Milwau kee attorn ey 
does 
bu sin ess 
receiv ed from what 
was 
su pposed 
to be the First Nation al 
Ban k, 
of 
this city , a letter in closin g a draft 
for $3,000, pay able to the attorn ey , 
together with two blan k deeds, so 
the tran sfer cou ld 
be 
made. 
The 
draft was a v ery clev er forgery , an d 
was 
sign ed 
with the n ame of 
“Horace 
Griffith, 
v ice-presiden t.” 
The draft was made pay able to the 
attorn ey , an d it was n ecessary for 
him to in dorse it in order to collect 
his $3 0 0 fee, after which 
he 
pa id 
the remain in g $2,7 0 0 to Smith. 
A 
short time after that the ba nk wa s 
n otified the draft was a forgery . 
Smith is bein g 
sou ght 
throu gh­ 
ou t 
the 
cou n try 
by Bums de­ 
tectiv es an d the federal secret ser­ 
v ice men.
